AT GLASGOW 


Mr. Balfour Sets Forth “the A Attitude of His P arty to 
the House of Lords 


LONDON TIMES MAKES FORECAST 


Result Depends on Issue in Eighty-Eight Do Eight Doubtful Seatt—The Daily News 
Ventures to Predict that the Liberals will do Better Than They Did 
Four Years ago—Winston Churchill says the Passing of Budget 
Means Introduction of State Insurance Against 
Unemployment 


London, Jan. 12.—The confidence 
of the Unionists seems to be increas- 
ing. It is claimed that the tariff is 
making great headway each day and 
it is prophesied that the results in 
London will show a two to one ma- 
jority in favor of the Conservatives. 
The display of election tokens in the 
houses of various metropolitan con- 
stituencies certainly supports this 
view. Mr. Balfour, addressing a 
crowded meeting at Glasgow last 
night remarked on the omissions in 
Mr. Asquith’s election address and 
complained that the Premier dealt 
chiefly’ with the demerits of the sec- 
ond chamber. Most of those in the 
hall, he said, were desirous of seeing 
the lords rendered more effective as 
a second chamber, but not one desired 
to see the constitution without a sec- 
ond chamber. To say that a second 
chamber was not to have a_ vote 
meant that there would be no second 
chamber at all, The House of Lords 
would never have a veto against the 
will of the people. A veto against the 
‘Commons was their whole purpose. 
He asked the electors te help the Un- 
ionist party to resist what was little 
better than revolution, Arguing ag- 
ainsi an entirely elected chamber, Mr. 
Balfour said there was no reason for 
not making the best use of the here- 
ditary principle. He could emphasize 
the value of the principle in the case 
of the sovereign. He pointed out that 
the only bond which unites the demo- 
‘raticism of the Empire was the king, 
who was elevated above party and 
who belonged not to Great Britain 
more than to Canada, Australia or 
South Africa. What, he asked, did 
Canada or Australia care for Asquith 
or Balfour? The idea that cither was 
the centre towards which the Empire 
looked was ludicrous. He urged them 


therefore not to underrate the heredi- 
tary principle, so long as it could be 
turned to some great public and im- 
perial account. Did they think the 
Lords had been performing their 
duty as a second chamber, if they let 
go the opportunity of giving the peo- 
ple a chance of rejecting the novel 
budget proposals and at the same time 
prevented them having what Premier 
‘Asquith regarded as the last chance 
of adopting tariff reform? ‘The appeal 
now being made to the country was 
not going to result in another major- 
ity of 330. He, however, would hazard 
no prophecy more than than that 330 
would not be the Radical majority in 
the next House of Commons, 
Mr. Churchill at Derby. 


Mr. Churchill, speaking at Derby, 
said it would not be well to “give 
protection a chance.” ‘The step once 
taken might prove irrevocable. ‘The 
licensed trade was an instance of the 
power that. might be wielded by al- 
imost every other great trade of the 
country under protection. In the 
scramble round the tariff, the joint 
first cut was very important. Upon 
a scheme of state insurance against 
unemployment he had kept his staff. 
It would be ready as soon as the 
country authorized them to levy the 
necessary funds, he concluded. 


Some Forecasts. 


The Times’ parliamentary corres- 
pondent estimates 134 Unionist gains 
3 Liberal gains and 88 doubtful seats, 
giving 295 coalition members, 287 Un- 
ionists and 88 doubtful. According to 
the Daily News, “Better than 1906” 
is the forecast in the best informed 
quarters, based on the most exact de- 
tailed knowledge available. ‘The 
News adds that if there is a danger 
spot it is London. 


Many Antarctic Expeditions. 


New York. Jan. 11.—A report sent 
out from Washington that an Ant- 
arctic expedition is to be Jausched 
shortly, under the auspices of the 
National Geographical Society, is 
taken here to mean that the end. of 
the year will see three great nations— 
England, France and the United 
States—engaged in an exciting race 
for the South Pole. 

France is already represented some- 
where within the Antarctic zone by 
Dr. Jean Charcot, who sailed south 
from Rio Janeiro on October 22, 1908. 
Nothing has been heard from him 
since April 1 last, when his wife re- 
ceived ‘a letter from Reception Is- 
land. 

England is about to send two ex- 
peditions. Yesterday it was announ- 
ced in London that the British gov- 
ernment stood ready to advance $100,- 
ooo for the expedition to be com- 
manded by Capt. R. C. Scott, a vet- 
eran Antarctic traveller. Lieut. E. R. 
Shackleton, who reached the most 
southern point on January 9 last, is 
also preparing to head a party which 
will follow that of Captain Scott. 

According to the plans, which only 
await execution, until sufficient funds 
have been raised, the American party 
will sail. aboard the Roosevelt, the 
same ship which enabled Command- 
er Peary to reach the North Pole. 

It also appears probable that at 
least three of Peary’s most efficient 
men will be leaders in the search for 
the earth’s southern pole. They are 
Capt. Robert Bartlett, Prof. Donald 
B. MeMillan, and Geo. Borup.

The confidence in the future of Ed- 
monton of those who are in the best 
position to forecast development has 
been frequently demonstrated. The 
news that one more bank has secured 
property on Jasper avenue, with a 
view to erecting a handsome building 
there, is, therefore, taken for the most 
part as a matter of course. The fifty 
feet that the Royal Bank has. pur- 
chased directly to the west of the 
Yale Hotel brought in excess of $1,000 
a front foot. This price is in keeping 
with those which have prevailed for 
central property for some time past. 

Ever since Jasper avenue realty be- 
gan to make striking advances, a few 
years ago, there have been those who 
declared that the transfers were made 
at amounts altogether out of keeping 
with the city’s actual growth, and that 
a slump was-inevitable. When this 
occurred, they would seize the op- 
portunity to get a’stake with a reas- 
onable investment in what was un- 
doubtedly going to be a great city. 
But despite the fact that for two and 
a half years past, a general business 
depression has prevailed all over the 
continent, central property in Ed- 
monion has kept going up. Now 
many of those who thought they could 
forecast what was going to happen 
are beginning to realize the folly of 
delaying in securing the mortgage 
on the future that they were looking 
for. 

The recent purchases should serve 


‘to improve the appearance of the city’s 


main thoroughfare. The bulk of the 
most valuable land has hitherto been 
occupied by mere shacks. There 
have been handsome structures er- 
ected but these have not had the in- 
fluence that they should have had in 
giving dignity to the street because of 
the miserable neighbors that they 
have had all about them. Of course, 
so far as those now in existence are 
concerned, there is nothing to do ‘but 
wait for the transfer from the specu- 
lator to the genuine investor. The lat- 
ter, to get a proper return for his 
money, must put up a building in 
keeping with the value of the pro-. 
perty. But it is high time that some 
restrictions were placed upon the 
class of structure which goes up in the 
future. Many eastern municipalities, 
with nothing like the pretensions of 
Edmonton, have a by-law prohibiting 
the erection of less than three-storey 
buildings within certain limits. There 
is everything to be said in favor of 
such a regulation here. ‘he city has 
spent much money in improving Jas- 
per avenue and property owners 
should not be allowed to neutralize 
the effect of the work which ithe city 
itself. and other individuals have 
done to give us a street that will re- 
flect the substantiality of the com- 
munity. 
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WILL GERMANY ATTACK 
BRITAIN? 

“The German Scare” is again to the 
fore in Britain, and is being made to 
do service in the election campaign. 
The London Daily Mail recently pub- 
lished a series of articles by Robert 
Blatchford, a well-known Socialist, 
the editor of the Clarion, the leading 
organ of that school of though, which 
undertakes to prove that, without the 
shadow of a doubt, Germany intends 
to attack the United Kingdom, and 
that the Jatter is unprepared to mect 
the onslaught. A much bigger navy 
is, he concludes, imperative as well 
as a system>of conscription for the 
army. The Conservative campaign 
directors have had his articles issued 
in pamphlet form and distributed 
broadcast, with the intimation that if 
the country isn’t to be swalowed up, 
it had better place in power the party 
which will make adequate provision 
against the impending peril. 

Why Mr. Bilatchford’s views 
should be laid such stress upon ‘by 
Conservative leaders is somewhat of a 
mystery. The burden of their cam- 
‘naign wp tc the present has been that 
the country was surrendering itself to 


against? 


Socialism. Now they take up a 
Socialist of the most advanced type 
and tell the electors to pay close at- 
tention to what he has to say. Why 
are his forecasts as to what the Ger- 
mans intend to do of any more value 
than his general ideas as to the proper 
organization of the state, which they 


have been warning: everybody 


As to what Germany's plans ac- 
tually are, the Capital is not inclined 
to express a positive opinion. Its 
original sources of information are 
not such as to make any conclusions 
that it might reach of any particular 
value. Of one thing it is certain, 
however, that if Germany should ‘be 
secking an encounter with Britain, ‘it 
would ‘be aiming at something which, 
while it might result in more harm 
to the country attacked than to the 
aggressor, would do tremendous in- 
jury to the interests of the latter 


as well. 


What makes a person discount all 
this war-talk, is that we have heard 
so much of it ‘within the past decade, 
with the names of so many different 
countries suggested as possible op- 
ponents. The Russian bear was the 
British bogey for several years. Now 
he is no longer an object of dread. 
It scems but yesterday since the 
Fashoda incident was ‘an excuse for 


the statement that a conflict with 


France was certain. Now Mr. Blatch- 
ford tells Britain it should make pro- 
vision to; defend France from Ger- 


many. 


In matters of this kind we much 
prefer to take the testimony of a 
man like Lord Avebury, a man of 


wide soundness of 


whose judgment has {been exemplified 
He is also op- 


posing the government. His argu- 
ment against the Budget has been by 
all odds the strongest which it has 
had to meet. He has recently ad- 
dressed to the press and the nation a 
seasonable letter urging the practical 
and common sense view of peace and 
good-will between England and Ger- 
many, and condemning the promoters 
on both sides of the North Sea of the 
“German invasion” scare. As Lord 
Avebury recalls, the main reasons ad- 
vanced by the scaremongers for en- 
deavoring to persuade their country- 
men that Germany should and will at- 
tack them are—that Germany is “hun- 
gry for trade” and that “Germany and 
england are keen commercial rivals; 
that the population of Germany is 
rapidly increasing; Germany needs 
colonies; Britain has taken all the 
colonies worth having; Britain holds 
India, Australia, Canada, New Zea- 
land, Egypt, and the most desirable 
narts of Africa.” Lord Avebury’s an- 
swer is thar the German manufacturers 
and bankers fully realize that while 
Great Britain and Germany are doubt- 
less rivals in trade, they have both 
keen competitors in France, the 
United States and elsewhere, and that 
war between them would be a terrible 
catastrophe to both from a commer- 
cial point of view. Moreover, if Ger- 
many and Great Britain are rivals 
they are also the best customers of 
one another. The trade between 
the two last year came to the enor- 
mous amount of over $420,000,000, and 
if the trade which passes through 
Holland and Belgium is included, 
the amount was probably $500,000,000. 
To ruin, or even to injure, a good 
customer, to destroy so great a com- 
anerce, would be an act of folly so 
great that we cannot contemplate the 
commercial community of either 
country beng guilty of. 

As for the reasons given that Ger- 
many will attack Great Britain be- 
cause she needs colonies that also 
Lord Avebury considers absurd. India, 
he declares, is out of the question 
for several reasons.

Speaking for the Anglo-German 
Friendship Committee, of which he 
is president, Lord Avebury concludes: 
For ourselves, however, we feel con- 
fident that the common sense, the 
good feelings, and the immense inler- 
ests we have in common will prevent 
so fearful a catastrophe.

THE SMOKELESS — 
CITY COMING 


Effect of the General Introduction of 
Gas Producer Plants 


In view of the discussion over Ed- 
monton’s gas producer engine, an ar- 
ticle in'a recent number of the Ameri- 
can Review of Reviews is of decided 
interest. 
“The smokeless American city is 
coming in the near future,” writes 
J. L. Cochrane. 
“This is the belief of the Govern- 
ment scientists who are’ now point- 
ing the way towards a country with 
an undefiled atmosphere. 
“The government’s investigation of 
the smoke problem has been only 
incidental to dealing with a larger 
problem—the stopping of the great 
waste in the utilization of the fuel 
resources of the country, which is 
necessary if the country is to pros- 
per in the future. The abatement of 
smoke means a conservation of the 
fuel supply, for the absence of smoke 
indicates better combustion and better 
combuston results in the use of less 
coal. 

Coal May Be Smokeless 
“So far the investigations into 
smoke abatement have _ indicated 
clearly that each type of coal may be 
burned practically smokeless in some 
type of furnace or with some arrange- 
ment of mechanical stoker. 
“In the ultimate solution of the 
smoke problem of the United Sstates

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there are several highly interesting 
factors that will play important parts 
according to the government scicnt- 
ists. 

“One of these is the gas engine, 
or, as the engineers call it, ‘the inter- 
nal combustion motor. This engine 
is absolutely smokeless—smokeless 
because it has no chimney. Its great- 
er economy, it is declared, may cause 
it to displace the steam engine within 
but not con- 
ceded by many engineers.

ment of central steam heating plants 
in the various cities to supply heat 
to the thousands of homes, and the 
great steam power plants, many of 
which are now operating smokelessly 
with far greater efficiency than ever 
before. 
Smokeless Travel 

“Still another factor is the location 
of immense gas producer plants at the 
coal mines, and the turning of this 
gas into electric power for long-dis- 
tance transmission or the piping of 
the gas to substations near the great 
manufacturing districts, there to be 
burned in gas engines and also to de- 
velop power and heat for the various 
industries. 

“With the smokeless city will come 
smokeless travel on the railroads. a 
dream which has already passed into 
a reality in one American city, On 
July 1, 1908, every smoke-emitting 
passenger locomotive was banished 
from Manhattan Island, the electric 
engine taking up the burden of whirl- 
ing the millions of Americans to and 
from that marvel of modern progress. 
Chicago, choking and blinded with the 
smoke from half a thousand locomo- 
tives, is crying for the electric horse, 
and now that New York has demon- 
strated the usefulness of electricity 
for this field, the big city on the 
shore of Lake Michigan, has deter- 
mined to follow its footsteps. 

Millions Saved on Coal Bills. 


“All of this means, according to the 
government expert, that the gas un- 
gine may be the leading producer 
of power in the future; that we shall 
have smokeless engines, and that one 
of the most annoying problems be- 
fore the American people will be 
solved. 

“Prof. Robert Heywood Fernald, 
consulting engineer in charge of the 
gas engine producer investigations for 
the government, has given) much 
thought to the smoke problem. The 
general introduction of the gas engine 
will, he says, in addition to making 
smokeless cities, eventually mean a 
saving of millions of dollars a year to 
the manufacturers of this country. 
Various estimates place this saving to 
the country’s coal bill at from $100,- 
000,000 to $200,000,000.”

: TRANSPORTATION MATTERS 


Occupied Attention of Board of Trade— 
Conveyancing Law Said to Deter 
Outsiders from Investing 


Transportation matters occupied a 
prominent place in the deliberations 
of the Board of Trade at the meet- 
ing in the council chamber yester- 
day afternoon. The Strathcona Board 
of Trade wrote asking the Edmonton 
board to approve of a resolution to be 
sent to the C.N.R. railway company 
to the effect that the Strathcona to 
Calgary line west of the C. and E. 
lnie should go west of Pigeon Lake, 
where railway facilities were badly 
needed. The resolution was approved 
and referred to the Board of Trade 
Council, with power to act. It is un- 
derstood the plans for a railroad prac- 
tically paralleling the C. and FE. line 
have been approved ‘by the Minister 
of Railways at Ottawa. / 

Mr. Miller of the Twin City Manu- 
‘facturing Co. complained about. the 
ireight rates to points in southern Al- 
berta. The C.P.R. had a_ printed 
tariff to Macleod, but beyond that it 
was required to pay a rate per mile 
which exorbitant, Mr.-F. 1. 


was 
Fisher pointed out that a tariff did 
not exist beyond Macleod because 


hitherto there was no need for one. 
tle th meht the Cav.R. would remedy 
the matter if requested. Myr. Miller 
also called attention to the charge for 
transferring a car from the: C.P.R. 
yards at roth street to a G.’T.P. spur 
line at Kinistino avenue. It was 
shown that th’s transference necessii- 
ated three railway lines handling the 
car and each was entitled to a mini- 
mum of $3. The Railway_Commis- 
sion required that interchange should 
be made in North Edmonton. Both 
complaints were referred to the trans- 
portation committee. Vice-Pres. Fish- 
er reported that nothing had been 
done in the matter of a Morinville 
train service and flag stations. 


A letter was read from the Saska- 
toon Board of Trade requesting that 
a resolution to the Immigration De- 
partment of the Dominion be. endor- 
sed, asking that exclusive agents be 
appointed for the three provirtces. 

J. L. Cote produced a copy of an 
application for charter which is being 
made to the Dominion parliament by 
the ‘International Waterways and 
Canal Construction Co. He thought 
the granting of the charter would af- 
fect the public right to the Saskatch- 
ewan river. This he wanted prevented 
as he thought the river would be a 
great highway for y¢oal and wheat 
shipments to feed the proposed Hud- 
son’s Bay Railway. A committee 
composed of Vice-Pres. Fisher, Sec. 
retary Harrison and J. L. Cote be 
empowered to write a letter to Hon. 


Pugsley, asking him what’ would 
be/the character of the charter to be 
granted. 

EK. C.. Emery, of Emery, Newell 
and Bolton, drew the attention of the 
Joard to certain features of the law in 
respect to land conveyancing in this 
province. He said that the tax cer- 
tiucate: gave no assurance to the 
person making ‘the loan that arrears 
of taxes did not exist. He also made 
objection to the length of time and 


* the expense entailed in foreclosing a 


mortgage in Alberta. This difficulty 
had resulted in one Belgian syndicate 
in particular refusing’ to invest one 
dollar of money in the province. ‘Tue 
Saskatchewan law. was much simpler 
and in ‘Manitoba actual service had to 
be made on a properfy-holder in case 
of arrears of ‘taxes, so that: the land 
could not be sold without his knowl- 
edge.

Manager Harrison of the Exhibition 
Association wrote asking for the-sum 
of $700 to cover the expenses. ofthe 
association since the last fair, and 
for a grant of $5,000 to begin the 
year, This) lump) sum would ob- 
viate the necessity of having to- bor- 
row money on notes and to go to the 
council every month or so for money. 
Last year the council was asked to 
pay $4,850 ‘and it was thought the 
$5,000 grant would not have to be ex- 
ceeded. The council voted the money. 

The Sewer Extensions. 

The commissioners recommended 
the submitting of the plans for the 
future sewage disposal of the city to 
a competent expert, and that A. J. 
Latournell, acting city engineer, be 
given a leave of absence to effect 
this. The report was laid on the table 
until next meeting, when the city 
engineer will ‘be asked to explain the 
sewage disposal system to several of 
the aldermen who are in ignorance 
of what it means. 


A Sidewalk Accident. 


On the recommendation of the ‘com- 
missioners the council voted the pay- 
ment of $100 in settlement of a claim 
against the city of Mrs. 8. Germain, 
who was injured last summer by rea- 
son of a broken sidewalk in front of 


the Hudson’s Bay Store on’ Jasper’

Avenue. 

The commissioners recommended 
the tender of Thos. D. Edgar, of $525 
for the purchase of houses and shacks 
on the new market site, and the ten- 
der of R. H. If. Wilkinson of $1,250 
for the feed barn be accepted. All 
buildings were to be removed on or 
before April 1st. The council agreed. 

C. L. Richardson, the city auditor, 
was re- Dpointed with the question of 
increased salary to be considered later 
in the general readjustment. ‘The 
city solicitor was instructed to draft 
a by-law for inspection of water and 
sewer services between ‘the house and 
street line. 

Site for Armories. 


ol. Idwards wrote to the council 
that on the resolution being passed 
that the city would provide a site 
for the armories, the Dominion De- 
partment of Militia would probably 
make a grant in the estimates at this 
session of the House of Commons. 
The assurance of a suitable grant of 
land was given. Ald. Lundy objected 
to having it placed on the old Ex- 
hibition grounds, as it would be a 
credit to the city and should be in a 
place where it, would be more con- 
spicuous, 

Meat Inspection. 


Dr. Whitelaw, city health officer, 
asked re the appointment of a meat 
inspector. He said he had written 
to the council and could not under- 
stand why it was. that his communi- 
cation had not been brought to the 
attention of the council, Several of 
the aldermen wanted an expfanation, 
but Ald. Gariepy would not have the, 
commissioner censured. 

Commissioner Butchart said that the 
communication meant that the present 
milk inspector should be allowed to 
go and that a man be appointed in his 


inspector also. In reply Dr. White- 
law said that Drs Sheard was not 
barred from applying for the larger 
position. It was .decided that the 
commissioners bring in a report on 
the question of meat inspection and 
that Dr. Whitelaw’s ‘commnuication 
be attached thereto. City Solicitor 
Brown thought it was doubtful if the 
city could prohibit farmers selling 
meat on the square in less quantities 
than quarters and such being the case, 
the appointment of a meat inspector 
might remedy the objection that, has 
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been raised as to the practice being 
unsanitary. 
Mr. Francis’ Qualifications. 

Ald. Armstrong presented the cre- 
dentials of W. J. Francis, the consult- 
ing engineer. He was an,engineer of 
21 years’ standing and had the highest 
qualifications of a technical engineer 
in Canada. Asked as to when the 
report would be received, the alder- 
man stated that everything would be 
done with all possible dispatch and 
that the mayor and council would 
hear the report first. 

“Ts it true that Mr. Francis was 
here last summer in connection. with 
a power development scheme up the 
river?” asked Mr. Hyndman. 

“As far as I know it is true.”

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| WHAT SHOULD BE THE EVOLUTION OF 
THE LABOR MOVEMENT ? 


oh 


(This paper was read at the usual 
weekly meeting of the Socialist party 
of Canada at their rooms, 622 First 
street, where visitors are always cor- 
dially welcomed and where a public 
reading room is open daily from 10 
to 10.) 

The first question our title leads us 
to is: What is the Labor Movement? 

Without going into the purely local 
and national instances, which others 
have dealt with, it appears from the. 
British, and therefore, to a great ex- 
tent, the international aspect, of the 
matter, that there are three forms of 
expression of the modern labor move- 
ment—of which the revolt of slaves, 
the struggle for national independ- 
ence, and the various political wp- 
heavals the world over, have been the 
foreshadowings and types. _ 

Trades Unionism, Co-operation and 
Socialism are three steps or stages in 
the March of unrest which we today 
call the labor. movement. 

We might profitably inquire 
whence, and whither is this march? 
Why? But space will not allow. 

These three are not simply differing 
phases of the same thing, seen, at 
the same time through differing 
glasses; nor are they necessarily suc- 
cessive steps or developments inev- 
itably leading from the first to the 
second, from the second to the third. 
But there is not only no necessary 
antagonism between them. They, are 
on the contrary mutually helpful, and 
if properly appreciated, are found to 
be inspired by the same basic prin- 
ciples, and tending towards the same 
ultimate goal. 

For instance: Every Socialist is at 
least a potential trade unionist (a 
Socialist scab is unthinkable!)— and 
in countries where co-operation is 
flourishing, a Socialist or at least 
trade unionist, is almost automatically 
a “co-operator,” that is to say, a mem- 
ber of an industrial co-operation 
Society, and co-operators and trades 
Unionists who are not Socialists are 
frequently asked “Why not? the in- 
ference being that they should be. 

Trades unionism is the smethod 
adopted by wage-erners to protect 
their present conditions of employ- 
ment and remuneration and to im- 
prove their position if possible by 
combined instead of isolated dealing 
with employers, thus tacitly admitting 
the mutual antagonism of profit-pro- 
ducing labor, and labor-exploiting 
capital. 

The fact that trades unionism as a 
whole, and many trade unionists in- 
dividually have been more or less in- 
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different to the expressed Socialist 
position is largely balanced by the 
fact that their very existence is a tri- 
bute to the collective ideal, and a pro- 
test against . individualism. 
Co-operation. 

Co-operation, in the sense the word 
is used tonight, is the “class war" car- 
ried into another field—the domestic 
sphere. The workers daily recogniz- 
ing that they were being robbed not 
only as producers, but as consumers 
(there is no doubt their wives told 
them so frequently) wisely decided to 
feed and clothe themselves by co-op- 
erftive purchasing. 

From the amateur and feeble be- 
ginnings of the few  Lanchashire 
weavers to the magnificent Belgian 
Institutions and the (commerccially) 
successful English co-operative socie- 
ties, the co-operative movement 
shows the attempt of the workers 
to rid themselves of the “middleman” 
—buying for themselves and selling 
to themselves and paying the profits 
to themselves. 

Socialism, while by no means con- 
fined to any “class” distinctions, yet 
brings a special message of hope to 
—and from—the “working class.” 

Let this brief definition” serve for 
tonight, to complete our trio: “Soc- 
ialism is a theory of a system of hu- 
man society based on the common 
ownership and democratic control of 
the means of production, and the car- 
rying on of the work of satisfying all 
human needs by all for the benefit 
of all.” 

Such, speaking generally, is the la- 
bor movement of today, though it 
may wear a differing aspect—a purely 
political aspect for example, in some 
cases. 

There is no other labor movement 
worthy of the name, or worth wasting 
our time over, except to condemn. 
“Labor movements” tacked on to 
existing political parties; labor move- 
ments which expressly deny the need 
of economic or political changes, or 
which calmly accept the present basis 
as correct; are all false friends or 
bogus organizations; the infallible test 
of bona fides being the “independ- 
ence” of the movement, if it aims at 
being a labor movement it cannot be 
a capitalist parasite. 

Ever since the Peasants’ Revolt in 
1381, and before, there have been 
more or less successful attempts to 
sidetrack a labor movement, and even 
today it is imperative to beware of 
“red herrings.” .

FREE SEED SAMPLES 


By instruction of the hon. minister 
of agriculture a distribution is being 
made this season of samples of su- 
perior sorts of grain and potatoes to 
Canadian farmers for the improve- 
ment of seed. ‘The stock for distribu- 
tion has been secured mainly from 
the experimental farms at Indian’ 
Head, Sask., Brandon, Man., and Ot- 
tawa, Ont. The samples consist of 
oats, spring wheat, barley, peas, In- 
dian Corn (for ensilage only), and po- 
tatoes. The quantity of oats sent is 
4 Ibs, and of wheat or barley 5 lIbs., 
sufficient in each case to sow one- 
twentieth of an acre. The samples 
of Indian corn, peas and potatoes 
weigh 3 Ibs. each. A quantity of each 
of the following varieties has been 
secured for this distribution: 

Oats—Banner, Abundance, Danish 
Island, Wide-Awake, White Giant, 
Thousand Dollar, Improved Ligowo, 
all white varieties. 

Wheat—Red varieties: Red Fife 
(beardless), Marquis, Stanley and 
Chelsea (early beardless), Preston, 
Huron and Pringle’s Champlain (early 
bearded). White varieties: White 
Fife (beardless), Bobs (early beard- 
less). 

Barley—Six-rowed: Mensury, Od- 
essa, and Mansfield. Two-rowed, In- 
vincible, Standwell and Canadian 
Thorpe. 

Field Peas — Arthur and Golden 
Vine. : 

Indian Corn (for ensilage)—Early 


sonts: Angel of Midnight, Comp- 
ton’s Early and Longfellow. Later 
varieties: Selected Leaming, Early 


Mastodon, and White Cap Yellow 
Dent. 

Potatoes—Early varieties: Roches- 
ter Rose and Irish Cobbler. Medium 
to late varieties: Gold Coin, Carnan 
No. 1 and Money Maker. The later 
varieties are, as a rule, more produc- 
tive than the earlier kinds. 

Only one sample can be sent to 
each applicant, hence if an individual 
receives a sample of oats he cannot 
also receive one of wheat, barley, peas, 
Indian corn or potatoes. Applications 
on printed cards or sheets, or lists of 


Qu 


names from one individual or appli- 
cations for more than ohe sample for 
one household, cannot be entertain- 
ed. The samples will be sent free of 
charge through the mail. 


Applications should be addressed to 
the director of experimental ‘farms, 
Ottawa, and may be sent in any time 
from the 1st of December to the 15th 
of February, after which the lists will 
be closed, so that samples asked for 
may .be sent out in good time for sow- 
ing. Applicants should mention the 
variety they prefer, with a second 
sort as an. alternative. Applications 
will be filled in the order in which 
they are received, so long as the sup- 
ply of seed lasts. Farmers are ad- 
vised to apply early to avoid pos- 
sible disappointment. Those apply- 
ing for Indian corn or potatoes should 
bear in mind that the corn is not 
usually distributed until April, and 
that potatoes cannot be mailed until 
danger from frost in transit is over. 
No postage is required on mail mat- 
ter addressed to the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa—Wm. Saund- 
ers, Director of Experimental Farms. 
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The Monorail a Success. 


New York, Jan. 12.—The first ex- 
hibition in this country for the gyro- 
static monorail car, which has been 
heralded abroad as the solution of the 
monorail problem, and ranked among 
the wonders of the present century, 
was given yesterday in a Brooklyn 
rink ‘by Richard Scherl, the young 
inventor,. who is a son of the owner 
of one of Germany’s greatest news- 
papers.. Many of America’s best 
known railroad engineers and finan- 
ciers were invited. A single rail track 
has been laid on the floor of “the 
tink in a circle, with about 13 laps 
to the mile. The car, which seats 
four passengers and two operators, 
and which is intended solely for de- 
monstration purposes, worked per- 
fectly. Under the car are two gyros- 
copes, each revolving in a vacuum at 
the rate of 8,000 revolutions per min- 
ute,-one-on’a perpendicular axis and 
the other on a horizontal. These gy- 
roscopes, operated by an electric cur-

On January 7, 1880, one of the most 
mysterious murders of modern times 
was committed when poor Sarah Ro- 
berts, a young servant girl, was left 
dead ‘by some unknown assailant on 
the floor of a kitchen in a house at 
Harpurhey, a suburb of Manchester. 
She was the only occupant of the 
house, together with her master, an 
old gentleman, and her mistress, an 
invalid lady. Her master was called 
from the house early in the evening by 
a strange letter delivered during the 
day asking him to meet the writer 
to discuss the sale of a house at a 
public house in the neighborhood, and 
he went ‘to keep the appointment. 
Sitting upstairs his wife heard the 
front door bell ring, the door opened 
by the servant, and someone accom- 
pany her across the hall to the kit- 
chen. Then came a shrick, the sound 
of feet hurrying to the front door, 
the opening and shutting of the door, 
and all was quict. The mysterious 
visitor had left his victim upon the 
floor of the kitchen. Who was he? 


A few days later there appeared in 
one of the local papers an anonymous 
letter. “T’he Manchester murder re- 
mains a mystery and will do so,” 
wrote the writer of this letter, “unless 
a stop is put to the practice of blast- 
ing a witness’s character by raking 
up and exploiting to the gossiping 
public all the past incidents of a per- 
son’s life, public and private. Now, 
sir, I could point out the murderer, 
and I know of such evidence as would 
prove ‘the case most conclusively; 
and the reason why I do not come 
forward and give the information that 
will bring to justice the perpetrator 
ofthis black and hideous crime is be- 
¢ause, when I was a youth, ‘some 
15 or 16 years ago, I was indiscrect 
enough to do something—not a crim- 
inal act—which | have always reg- 
retted, and which is now forgotten by 
the few who knew. , What do 1 care 
for justice when my youthful folly 
will be revived and exposed to the 
jeers of the world and my wife and 
daughters made to blush for her 
husband and father? I would not 
have my wife and family know of the 
folly I was guilty of as a lad of- nine- 
teen for.ten times the amount of the 
reward offered, not if a dozen such 
crimes were committed tomorrow;

‘Ihe Twenty-fourth Mich- 
igan captured the colors of the For- 
ty-eighth Virginia, the Fifth Wiscon- 
sin those of the Twenty-fifth, the 
Twentieth Indiana those of the Fif- 
tieth Virginia, the Fifth Michigan 
those of the Thirteenth North Caro- 
lina. ‘The Eighth Ohio and the Four- 
teenth Indiana retook Rickett’s guns. 

“The men from the west were prob- 
ably no braver man for man than 
those of the East,” says a writer in 
the Atlantic Monthly. “But I think 
their success was mainly because so 
many of the men were wood wise. 
From their youth up, both by day and 
night, they had roamed through the 
woods under all sorts of sky and in 
all sorts of weather, and so their 
depths had no terror for them. Like 
their enemies, they were at home in 
the timber and could make their way 
through it almost as well by night as 
by day. I have often thought that 
perhaps it was this common know- 
ledge of the woods that gave our wes- 
tern armies so many victories. A Con- 
federate line coming on or rising up 
suddenly or breaking into their sharp, 
fierce yells did not greatly surprise 
or sect them quaking.”
